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Roster of Teachers 


To the Teachers of Guilford County 


The Legislature of North Carolina which met in Raleigh in Janu- 
ary, 1929, was dominated with the idea that something must be done 
to relieve the people of the state of the high ad valorem taxes which 
have been levied for school purposes in a number of counties. In es- 
tablishing the standards for the operation of the schools, the teacher 
load was considerably increased. 

On April 3, 1929, there was held in Greensboro a joint meeting 
of the County Board of Education, the local school committeemen and 
representative business men of the county. The object of the meeting 
was to discuss the school situation in Guilford County. It was stated at 
the meeting that the expenditures for schools could be considerably 
reduced by increasing the teacher load or by putting the teachers of 
Guilford County on the State Salary Schedule and not pay the bonus 
which is now paid. Mr. D. J. Hendricks of the Allen Jay School in- 
troduced the following resolution: 

“The Legislature of North Carolina passed at its recent session 
what is known as the Eight Months’ School Bill and established stand- 
ards for the administration of schools in the counties which participate 
in the Equalizing Fund. Apparently Guilford does not come under 
this law, because it, together with five other counties, will not partici- 
pate in said fund. The object of the bill is to reduce ad valorem taxes 
in the participating counties. We believe that the strictest economy 
should be practiced by the County Board of Education, school com- 
mitteemen, teachers and all others, yet we do not feel that the stand- 
ards of our schools in Guilford County should be lowered. Therefore, 
the school committeemen and others here assembled resolve: 

“J. That all connected with the administration of schools be re- 
quested to watch expenditures and practice economy, and not to 
request the expenditure of money that is not absolutely essential for 
the efficiency of our school system. 

“2. That the County Board of Education and Board of County 
Commissioners be requested to fix the rate as low as possible consistent 
with operating our schools on the present basis of teachers’ salaries 
and teaching load.” 

After a thorough discussion of the above resolution by the school 
committeemen and some business men of Greensboro and the County, 
it was unanimously adopted. 

You can readily see by the resolution that the people of Guilford 
County are determined to maintain high standards for their schools 
and are willing to pay reasonable salaries to the teachers. Very few 
counties in North Carolina have a fixed uniform salary schedule which 
is above the State Salary Schedule. I mention this with the hope that 
each teacher who works in the public school system of Guilford County 
next year will put forth a special effort to render even better service 
than has been rendered in the past. 
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The people of the County through their representatives have given 
us a vote of confidence and we must show ourselves worthy and meas- 
ure up to their expectations. I have no criticism of the work which has 
been done in the past, but this communication has been addressed to 
the teachers with the hope that they will appreciate the confidence of 
the peovle and show their appreciation bv. determined effort. Study 
your community and study each individual child in your class. In this 
way you will be in a position to render to the community the best 
service and to give to each individual child what he should have.

A Brief Resume of the Past Two Years’ Work 


Tue Ossecrive.—“Mazimum Standard Promotion of the Grade En- 
rollment.” 
During the past two years the educational department of Guilford 

County has been working toward attaining “Maximum Standard Pro- 

motion of the Grade Enrollment.” In the analysis and solution of this 

problem many contributive factors were discovered, which needed to 
be changed. in order to attain the above objective. ‘These factors were 
considered as secondary objectives. These secondary objectives are: 

(1) Maximum attendance; (2) Every child physically fit—positive 

health teaching; (3). Good instruction; (4) Library books an integral 

part.of the class reom work; (5): Efficient and,economical organization ; 

(6) Enriched Course of Study—material of instruction interesting and 

worthwhile. 

Some statistics and general information are given which show 

the status of attainments. .

The above table shows a decrease in promotions of five tenths per 
cent. This, however, does not indicate that progress was not made 
toward attaining the primary objective, “Maximum Standard Promo- 
tion of the Grade Enrollment,” since during the previous year the in- 
crease of 8.8 per cent was due in part to more accurate records of 
enrollment. The greatest deerease in any one grade is found in the 
seventh grade and the greatest increase in the first grade. The seventh 
grade situation should be studied in order to determine causes for 
failures. The work in the first grade during the past two years as shown 
by Table I is to be commended. Teachers are helping’ the children 
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to live a healthful and happy school day. They are using an abundance 
of interesting reading material from both the school library and the 
Greensboro Public Library. Last year Guilford County ranked third 
in the state in the number of pupils promoted.

The above figures show a continuous steady growth in the per cent 
of attendance. The past year’s record is the best in the history of the 
county even though there was an epidemic of Influenza throughout 
the schools, which caused many absences. The State School Facts ranks 
Guilford County thirteenth in attendance during 1927-1928.

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Every Child Physically Fit and Positive Health Teaching 


Four hundred sixty-five pre-school children were examined during 
the “Summer Round-Up,’ which was sponsored by the Parent Teach- 
er’s Association. This represents seventy-six more pupils than were 
examined last year. No record is available showing the number of chil- 
dren having physical defects corrected. 


Reports from teachers reveal that of the three hundred forty-four 
practices included in the “Analysis of Health Education in the Ele- 
mentary Grades” that the range of practices improved were from one 
to one hundred twenty-six. The following table gives more detailed 
results of this activity:

Of the 344 practices included in this study, reports from the teach- 
ers showed that the range of practices which had been improved by 
them was from one to one hundred twenty-six.

The average of pupil achievement in reading, arithmetic and spelling 
is up to and above standard ability in each instance, with the excep- 
tion of fifth and sixth grade reading, which is one point below, mean- 
ing one-tenth of a year below standard. A study of individual schools, 
also, indicate that in the main the average is up to and above stand- 
ard in these subjects. It appears from these test results that the 
accelerated and retarded groups are not. receiving as much from the 
schools as the normal group. This presents a problem for study. The 
schools are not up to or near standard in music, art and handwriting. 
There is a great need for more emphasis upon these subjects.

Table IV shows a dcrease in over age of 5.4 per cent during the 
past two years. The range of decrease by grades is from 3 per cent to 
8.4 per cent. The percentage of overageness is, of course, smallest 
in the first grade, being the grade where all six year old pupils enter 
school. Figures also show that 3 per cent of pupils in the elementary 
grades are under age, and that sixty per cent are of normal and thirty- 
seven per cent over age. When conditions are ideal we expect to find 
sixty per cent of the school children grouped about the center, and 
the remaining forty per cent equally distributed on a decreasing scale 
on each side of this central point. There has been a very small increase 
in the number of underage, or accelerated pupils, each year. The 
greatest increase will be found in the normal age group.

As shown above the scholarship index of teachers in Guilford 
County has increased from year to year. The calculation of scholarship 
index is as follows: 100 points are given to each year’s training above 
elementary school graduation. Thus, four years high school training 
with 400 points and four years’ college training with 400 points make a 
total of 800 points; which divided by 8 gives the standard score of 100. 
The scholarship index of both high school’ and elementary teachers 
for the ‘past year was 714; which means that the average training of 
teachers was 7.14 years above the elementary school or an average 
of 3.14 college years. The average training for elementary teachers 
during the past year is three college years. This county ranked sixth 
among the counties in the state in the training of teachers in 1927-28. 
Increased training should insure a better type of instruction. 


Another evidence of increased instruction is shown by the use made 
of library books. The circulation of books among the schools by the 
Guilford County Library Truck was 101,435, which shows an increase 
of 12,888 during the past year. Books were used more intelligently as 
source material in developing Big Units of Study. The interest demon- 
strated by teachers, pupils and parents caused the County Commission- 
ers to make a liberal appropriation for the expansion of library service 
from the Greensboro Public Library.’ 


Books were also added to libraries maintained by the various 
schools, hewever, in no great number with the exception of six schools. 
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PART IIT 


The Program of Work with Recommendations 
for the Current Year. 


OBJECTIVES FOR THE YEAR 


That phase of school work pertaining to maximum promotions, 
which was begun two years ago will be continued. That is, the primary 
objective will be, “Maximum Standard Promotions of the Grade En- 
rollment.” In order to attack this problem in the most intelligent man- 
ner each principal and teacher must continue to study the school and 
individual pupils in order to determine causes for failures other than 
those found in the initial survey and considered as secondary object- 
ives in this program. These are stated in Part I. 

The organization of the county plan of work will be very similar to 
that used in the past, and consequently is not given. See Handbook 
of 1928-1929. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE YEAR 
Professional Study Through Research 


The recommendations given pertain only to schools in general in the 
county. Principals and teachers should survey every phase of their 
school work and then make recommendations for their own particular 
school. Jt is the belief that more professional study should be done in 
the schools, using the school as a laboratory, than has been done here- 
tofore. It is recommended that each principal, with the assistance of 
the teachers outline a program for their individual school. This pro- 
gram to be built on educational needs of the situation, and to consist of 
studies which involve a simple type of experimentation or research. 
Through such a program teachers will not only find and solve their own 
problems, but they will grow in strength in the teaching profession. 

In the Guilford County Public School System we have ventured 
a short distance into the first step of research. We have analyzed and 
found problems, but few have been solved through experimentation. 

A well organized technique for dealing with research problems 
should be formulated. Haphazard, incompleted studies are of little 
value. A plan of technique is suggested. 

1. That the principal determine, in co-operation with the teach- 
ers, worthwhile problems for solution. Problems which are of vital 
interest to those participating, and the solution of which will be of 
educational value. 

2. That groups of teachers or individual teachers select simple 
problems which are an outgrowth of their own particular needs and 
interest. 
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3. That the problem be well defined and understood by all in- 
volved in the solution. The problem should be thought through from 
beginning to end. 


4. That extensive reading be done before beginning the solution 
of the problem. 

5. That the procedure for the solution of the problem be outlined. 

6. That data collected along with the interpretation be discussed 
at faculty meeting in order to give all teachers the benefit of the 
findings. 

7. That data collected be put in written form in order that other 
schools in the system may be benefited by it. 

We have only to look through the school day to find numbers of 
unsolved problems which are filled with interest—such as are suggested 
below: 

1. How can pupils be taught to get thought from the printed 
page? 

2. What are outstanding difficulties in classroom instruction? 

3. How can be pupils be taught to study? 

4. What remedial measures for common difficulties in reading are 
effective? 

5. How can individual assistance be given to a large class of 
pupils with varied interests? 

6. What method is best suited to teaching children with different 
levels of abilities? 

7. What instructional materials are best suited to children with 
different level of abilities? 

8. How can teaching material be organized for classroom use? 

9. What health practice does the school cause the child to violate? 

10. How can a school be organized so as to give children an 
opportunity to live a healthful day—actually living and practicing 
health habits? 

11. How can children be taught ta be economical with his own 
school supplies and with those furnished by the school. 

12. What are the causes for failures among pupils with high, with 
average, and with low intelligent quotients? 

18. What is the relation between attendance and failure of 
pupils? 

14. Why do eighth grade pupils fail? 

15. It is agreed that the first grade pupils’ school days need 
many adjustments. What is the most effective school day program? 

16. How many hours, during the school month, is the school audi- 
torium in actual usc? (a) What per cent of this time was used in 
activities which relate to pupil development. 

17. How can the school co-operate with the home in promoting 
child development?

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Faculty Meetings for Professional Growth 


Faculty meetings should serve as an agency in each school to stimu- 
late professional growth and thereby improve instruction. The group- 
ing of teachers should be determined by the subject under discussion. 
Small group conferences, with a chairman, are valuable in improving 
conditions common to all in the group. 

Suggestions are given for evaluating faculty meetings. (1) Faculty 
meetings should have an objective. (2) The teachers should know the 
purpose or aim of the meeting in time to give the topic some thought. 
(3) The topic should be a live one, in which the group involved is 
vitally concerned. (4) The meeting must be thoroughly planned and 
administered. (5) The meetings must never drift into long aimless dis- 
cussions. (6) Teachers should be given a chance to express their 
views on the matter involved. (7) Every meeting should be beneficial 
to each teacher. 

Every growing school in which professional faculty meetings are 
successful, needs an up-to-date professional library. Teachers need 
to have ready access to professional literature, which gives the best 
experience from the teaching field. This library, however small, should 
be catalogued and located in an accessible place. A simple plan for 
the administration and financing of such a library can be worked out 
by each individual school. A brief list of suggestive books and maga- 
zines is given which will form a nucleus for an elementary teachers’ 
library.

MAKE THE SCHOOL A HEALTHFUL AND HAPPY PLACE 
IN WHICH TO LIVE 


If schools are to be a healthful and happy place for. children to 
live in, they must provide opportunities for their mental, emotional, 
social and health behavior in terms of attitudes, skills, and knowledge. 
The analysis made last year of the health education in the elementary 
grades gave an insight into the growth of this phase of education. The 
bulletin containing this analysis has’ been reprinted for use again this 
year, and should be used by all teachers as a means of assistance in the 
all-round development of the child. See “Analysis of Health Educa- 
tion in the Elementary Grades of Guilford County.” It is believed 
that a more accurate criteria for the analysis of health practices can 
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be outlined, consequently, a plan is given for the revision of that 
section of the bulletin which pertains to the analysis. 

1. All principals and teachers in the schools analyze the various 
factors and practices outlined in the bulletin for the purpose of evolv- 
ing a criteria, which will more adequately comply with actual situations 
throughout the schools. 

2. Each school appoint two committees—one from the primary 
grades and another from the grammar grades. These committees should 
assemble the best opinions from the entire group. 

8. A composite of all committee reports will form a working basis 
for the “New Criteria.” 


THE USE OF THE GUILFORD BOOK TRUCK 


During the past three years the Greensboro Public Library has 
been rendering a valuable service to the schools through the Guilford 
County Book Truck. It is recommended that each teacher get ac- 
quainted at once with the service which the library offers. Miss Nellie 
M. Rowe, librarian writes: 

“The Guilford County Book Truck will be in charge of Miss Mary 
Hill and Mrs. Evelyn Register as assistant for the coming year. It is 
hoped that this library can give greater service than during the past. 
A large number of new books and pictures have been added. A list of 
pictures by grades and books helpful in teaching pictures are given 
in the supplement. In addition bibliographies are being furnished 
which should be of service to teachers. Requests for debate material, 
plays, entertainments and any other subjects will be received and 
granted whenever possible. 

“A separate County Department has been opened, which faces on 
Gaston Street. The librarian will be glad to help you to find the ma- 
terial you need and discuss with you problems pertaining to informa- 
tion needed for classroom work. Each principal, teacher, parent and 
student will always be welcome at the Greensboro Public Library, and 
it is hoped that at some time every person may visit the main library 
and become acquainted with this work as. well as with the book truck 
service.” 


THE DELEGATION OF ADMINISTRATIVE DUTIES 


When the principal of the consolidated school assumed the responsi- 
bility of supervision of instruction as one essential phase of his work 
it seemed like an almost hopeless undertaking. The paramount ques- 
tion was: Where can time be found for this new duty from an already 
crowded program of administration, organization and teaching duties? 
This is being answered in part by the delegation of administrative 
duties to others in the system. It is recommended that principals plan 
their administrative program so as to delegate as many activities as. it 
seems feasible. A suggestive program worked out by Mr. R. W. Utley, 
principal of the Nathanael Greene School is appended.
